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Sigh of relief as tunnel finally reopens 


BE AMINS TER Tunnel finally reopened on Monday 
almost 13 months after a landslide blocked the north 
entrance following continuous heavy rain which- 
claimed the lives of two people. 

Whilst the tragedy of the event was recognised by a 
simple removal of the traffic signs at 10am to allow traf¬ 
fic to once again flow through the tunnel, its significance 
to the local community and particularly the people of 
Beaminster was not lost. 

Horn Hill Tunnel, to give it its correct name, is part of 
the main arterial road that links West Dorset to South 
Somerset and ultimately to the motorway at Taunton, and 
its closure has meant significant diversions either through 
Broadwindsor or over the ridgeway from White Sheet 
Hill putting extra pressure on the narrow roads. 

Beaminster county councillor Rebecca Knox, who has 
been the main driving force in ensuring the local people 
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have been kept informed whilst keeping the pressure on 
the various bodies to ensure there were as few delays as 
possible, said: “It’s a real relief for everybody; the com¬ 
munity have just been looking forward to this day for 
over a year now, but have understood that it had to be re¬ 
stored safely. 

Incredibly complex 

“It turned out to be an incredibly complex project to de¬ 
sign and build, but I think the community just wanted to 
be kept informed of that, and that is what I have been try¬ 
ing to do. 

“Their feedback has helped me show to the highways 
section at County Hall how 
incredibly important the re¬ 
opening of the road was for 
the community and indeed 
for the whole of West 
Dorset. 

“It has really shown peo¬ 
ple how important the 
A3066 road is. 

“Whether it was to get to 
school, work or feed their 
cattle; whatever it was, 
everyone realised they 
went through the tunnel 
quite a lot - and now they 
can again and that’s very 
good news. 

“For me, as the elected 
representative going 
around to all the local 
parishes, every single 
parish council in my divi¬ 
sion had something to say 
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on how their community was affected. So it just wasn’t 
the people of Beaminster - although they have had it re¬ 
ally hard - everyone in the area felt it, so it was really, re¬ 
ally important to get it fixed. 

“There will be joy and there will be reflection as we re¬ 
member those who tragically lost their lives but, yes, we 
can get back to going around our everyday business.” 

John Phillips, area manager of Raymond Brown Con¬ 
struction Limited, reflected on what was a particularly 
complex job which resulted in some delays due to com¬ 
plications of land stability particularly on the south side 
of the tunnel. 

He said: “You enjoy the challenges while you are 
through it, but it’s nice to give it back to the local popu¬ 
lous. I think it has turned out quite tidily to what it looked 
like originally when I first saw it in November. 

Different challenges 

“We certainly scratched our heads for a while in decid¬ 
ing how we were going to do it. It posed us a number of 
different challenges including the soil nailing and anchors 
which I have experience of from several years ago. 

“There was the combination of the slopes and the net¬ 
ting, and the challenges with trying to rebuild the ma¬ 
sonry as it was originally, and working through some of 
that cold weather and snow wasn’t very nice. 

“Certainly when it rains here it is not possible to stand 
up, which added to the problem. Once the local access 
was sorted with landowners we were looking at ways and 
means of speeding things up which we did. 

“It was also important to ensure we did a permanent, 
long lasting repair and not bow to the pressure of doing a 
quick-fix because of the road’s importance to the area.” 

This was confirmed by Mike Harden, group manager at 
Dorset County Council, who said: “This is the final, per¬ 
manent solution. 

“A great deal of care and professional skills has been 
put into to come up with this particular design and this 
will be the solution that we need for the foreseeable fu¬ 
ture. 

He added: “It is now effectively finished but the con¬ 
tractor has to tidy up his compound and there is some 
final finishing work, but it’s pretty minor stuff which 
should be complete in the next two or three weeks.” 

One local resident who was delighted that the road was 
finally open was Maggie Warnett, who lives at South Dib- 
berford Farm just 300 metres north of the tunnel entrance. 

She said: “I am really ecstatic because my life will be so 
much easier and my car will feel so much happier! 

“For the past 13 months I have been back and forth over 
the ridgeway two or three times a day as I am actively in¬ 
volved in many things in Beaminster. I don’t think there 
can be any criticism of the contractors; I must say the 
guys have worked so hard through this heat, and through 
the rain which was virtually every day.”

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Crime in Dorset falls to 15 year low 


LATEST figures show that crime in 
Dorset is at a 15-year low - with total 
crime down 11 per cent on last year. 

As well as the reduction in total 
crime, some of the biggest reductions 
have been seen in violent crime, 
which is down by 14.6 per cent, and 
theft-down 15.1 percent. 

Burglary (including dwelling and 
non-dwelling) is also down by 4.9 per 
cent. 

One of the biggest improvements 
has been in anti-social behaviour, 
which fell by 15.8 per cent, compared 
to 2011/12, to a 10-year low. 

The figures come in the latest Office 
of National Statistics (ONS) report on 
crime statistics in England and Wales, 
covering the financial year 2012/13 - 
which was released today, Thursday 
18 July 2013. 


The report did identify some chal¬ 
lenges - with an increase in vehicle of¬ 
fences of 8.5 percent. 

In the latest Home Office report - 
also released today - the sanction de¬ 
tection rate also fell for the sixth year, 
by a 0.1 percentile point from 2011/12 
to 21.6 percent. 

Acting Assistant Chief Constable 
Martin Hiles said: "The continued im¬ 
provements and reductions in many 
areas of crime in Dorset are great news 
for our hardworking workforce and, 
most importantly, the communities 
we serve. 

"These good results are particularly 
noteworthy as they came in a year 
when we faced some additional chal¬ 
lenges with the policing of the 
Olympic sailing events in Weymouth 
and Portland and numerous critical in¬ 


cidents. These incidents included two 
tragic landslips, at Burton Bradstock 
Beach and BeaminsterTunnel and the 
murder of Reece James in Boscombe 
- for which four men are now serving 
lengthy custodial sentences. 

"I'd like to thank our communities 
and partners for their continued sup¬ 
port in helping us keep Dorset safe - 
we should be rightly proud of the 
good results but not complacent. 

"Among the very positive results, 
there are some challenging areas 
which we are aware of and which we 
are already working hard to address 
and tackle. 

"Vehicle crime had been steadily in¬ 
creasing for some time and earlier this 
year we instigated a proactive opera¬ 
tion to address this and to work with 
the public to ensure they are playing 


their part in keeping their vehicles se¬ 
cure. We wi 11 conti n ue to wo rk towa rd s 
improvement in this area. 

"We have also introduced a new 
policing operation - Operation Ad¬ 
vance - to improve the service we pro¬ 
vide to victims in Dorset." 

Police and Crime Commissioner, 
Martyn Underhill, said:"I welcome the 
continued decline of overall crime in 
Dorset. Recently launched Operation 
Advance will help the Force to investi¬ 
gate crime more efficiently and effec¬ 
tively. Efforts are also being focused 
on reducing vehicle crime by detect¬ 
ing emerging patterns of criminality. 

"We are prepared for challenging 
times ahead as the Force faces re¬ 
duced budgets and resource but we 
remain committed to protecting the 
public and driving down crime."

View from Westminster L7 

with MP OLIVER LETWIN a 


Busy end to Parliamentary session 


THE week before last was, of course, a quite excep¬ 
tional week of summer weather of a kind that we 
don’t at all associate with an English summer. 

It was also the final week of the Parliamentary ses¬ 
sion - and, though the work of government and of 
MPs in their constituencies continues unabated, the 
House of Commons itself has (they quaintly say) 
“risen”. 

Often enough, the last few days of the session are 
particularly important because legislation reaches its 
final stages with decisive votes coming upon us. 
The last few weeks of this Parliamentary session 
were no exception. 

We had, in particular, votes on two key questions 
related to Britain’s membership of the European 
Union. 

First of these was the vote on the Referendum Bill 
- which received a thumping majority on its Second 
Reading. 

The purpose of the Bill is to make it legally neces¬ 
sary for the government to put a straight question to 
the British people about whether they do or do not 
want to remain in the European Union by the middle 
of the next Parliament - with the intention that our 
current relationship should be renegotiated in the 
meanwhile, so that the proposition is put to the peo¬ 


ple at a time when we can all see how far it has or 
has not been possible to adjust the balance by re¬ 
claiming some of the powers that have previously 
been ceded to Brussels. 

But the last few days have also seen the first trial 
run of such renegotiation taking shape in the House 
of Commons. 

This came in the form of a vote on the so-called 
‘Justice and Home Affairs’ measures. There are 
more than 130 EU directives which cover a wide 
range of criminal law. 

Some of the directives are about establishing per¬ 
fectly sensible and practical systems of co-operation 
between the law enforcement authorities in various 
parts of the European Union. 

Others are much more profound and try to har¬ 
monise criminal law across the European Union. 

The proposition put by the government to the 
House of Commons is that we should opt out of 98 
of the 133 measures - bringing power in these areas 
back to the UK. 

This proposition, too, got a thumping majority in 
the House of Commons. 

I think when people look back, they will see these 
last few days of the 2013 spring session as a very 
important watermark in British history.

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Borough Gardens gets makeover 


MORE than 20 people turned out on 
the hottest day of the year to join in 
the Great Planting Day at the Brid- 
port Borough Gardens. 

The gardens are being given a 
makeover with the aim of transform¬ 
ing a tangle of dank overgrown veg¬ 
etation into a tranquil, colourful 
space to be cherished and enjoyed by 
residents and visitors alike. 

The Bridport Borough Gardens 
Community Group, chaired by gar¬ 
den designer Sarah Wilberforce, was 
set up in 2012 to carry out the proj¬ 
ect. 

The group has secured generous 
grants from the AONB (Area of Out¬ 
standing Beauty), Magna Housing 
and the Bridport Environment 
Group, as well as receiving strong 


support from Bridport Town Coun¬ 
cil. 

This first stage of planting will fill 
the far border with colour and per¬ 
fume once the plants are established, 
whilst tall birches will eventually 
mask the building behind and hops 
and honeysuckle will cover the 
fence. 

Roses now fill the new beds out¬ 
side Whetham House, together with 
a mature hawthorn donated by Wait- 
rose. 

Other groups have also joined in 
with the project with wildflower 
beds planted by Friends of the Earth 
earlier this year now towering over 
their rope-and-post borders. 

Similarly, the children’s garden, 
planted by the children of Wonder¬ 


land Nursery, are flourishing, with 
giant sunflowers forming a backdrop 
to the vegetable beds which will be 
harvested in the autumn. 

Garden designer Gill Massey said: 
“We plan a second planting day in 
the autumn to put in bulbs and under- 
planting for a colourful show in the 
spring.” 

Future stages will see the replant¬ 
ing of the south-facing walled garden 
border and the shady border oppo¬ 
site.

IT WAS an early start for around 
200 volunteers - approximately 
90 of them paddling kayaks and 
canoes - who helped with the bi¬ 
ennial round-up of swans at Ab- 
botsbury Swannery last week. 

The purpose of the round-up 
was to take a snapshot of the size 


and health of the swan popula¬ 
tion on the Fleet Lagoon at Chesil 
Beach. 

This is the world's only managed 
colony of mute swans. The round¬ 
up is achieved by herding the 
swans over water, then into an 
onshore'holding pen'. 


The swans are individually 
checked by vets, vaccinated, 
ringed, weighed and measured. 

Swanherd Dave Wheeler said: 
"We are grateful to all the volun¬ 
teers as well as experts including 
Professor Chris Perrins of Oxford 
University who helped us."

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Mountjoy - a school to be proud of 


MOUNTJOY School displayed its 
impressive credentials as both a 
modern building boasting the latest 
state of the art facilities and a car¬ 
ing, dedicated staff when it held its 
first open day last week. 

The special school for children 
with learning difficulties, between 
the ages of two-and-a-half and 19-

years-old, relocated from Bridport 
to the purpose built premises adja¬ 
cent to Beaminster School last No¬ 
vember. 

The classrooms and facilities of 



the impressive new building are 
planned to allow a learning jour¬ 
ney that flows from the Early Years 
(two-and-a-half to eight & nine 
years), through Learning and Life 
(ight & nine to 13 & 14 years) and 
finally to Developing Independ¬ 
ence (14 to 19 years). 

Each stage of learning caters for 
young people with severe, com¬ 
plex, profound and multiple learn¬ 
ing difficulties. The school can 
cater for up to 48 pupils. 

I was shown round the building 
by chairman of the governors, Mr 
John Lay-Elurrie, who began our 
tour at the Early Years section 
which adjoins a wonderful music 
suite used by Beaminster School. 

He said: “There are one or two 
other areas like walkways and 
open areas that we share with the 
Beaminster School which we hope 
is the start of developing a partner¬ 
ship with them and hopefully with 
the community as we integrate into 
the town.” 

Outside nearly all the classrooms 
are play areas boasting a variety of 
equipment tailored to accommo¬ 
date all ages and disabilities. 

Mr Lay-Flurrie was quick to ac¬ 
knowledge the help they had re¬ 
ceived, especially from the Friends 
of Mountjoy, West Dorset Mencap 
and Lions Clubs, in purchasing 
many of the items. 

Each classroom also has side 
breakout rooms allowing students 


to be taught individually, if re¬ 
quired, or in small groups. 

Corridors have side rails with 
physical indicators in the shape of 
raised buttons that allow visually 
impaired pupils to feel when they 
are nearing any gap such as a door. 

Besides the classrooms the 
school boasts a magnificent sen¬ 
sory room, a soft play room, media 
studio, art studio, social skills 
room as well as a hydrotherapy 
pool, which as Mr Lay-Flurrie ad¬ 


vised was the perfect and only 
place where some students with 
mobility problems are able to 
move their limbs with any free¬ 
dom. 

He said: “There is a need to cater 
for children with not only medical, 
but also behavioural and learning 
needs, so a whole range of equip¬ 
ment is needed, with learning 
groups being one-to-one, two-to- 
one as well as groups. 

“We have rooms where small 


numbers might meet, say, for 
breakfast to discuss a topic as 
well.” 

The curriculum at Mountjoy is 
seen as a holistic package of learn¬ 
ing for every individual, no matter 
their age or stage of learning, and 
includes therapists and other pro¬ 
fessionals including occupational 
therapists, physiotherapists, speech 
and language therapists and paedi¬ 
atric consultants.

■ ^ Monmouth Beach, Lyme Regis 
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leads a staff of 47 which in¬ 
cludes a deputy, six teachers, 
24 support staff, as well as 
admin staff, lunchtime assis¬ 
tants, a family liaison officer, 
caretaker and cleaners, and 
currently has 45 pupils. 

Along the way I met with a 
number of the members of 
staff who, besides talking 
with visitors ranging from po¬ 
tential parents and students to 
members of the public eager 
to learn more about the 
school and what it offers, 
were doing a multitude of 
tasks including planning next 
term’s curriculum and timeta¬ 
bles. 

Talking to them I was 
amazed and humbled by their 
dedication and enthusiasm for 
what is clearly a very difficult 
job, but for which they found 
very rewarding. 

The idea is that the students 
will move through the school 
so that once they have 
reached 19-years-old they are 
ready to face the outside 
world. 

In the majority of cases they 
will need support either 
through residential college or 
social resources, but some do 
achieve independent living. 

I met an ex-Mountjoy pupil, 
Sarah, who, now in her 40s, 
was visiting the new building 
for the first time. She is en¬ 
joying life to the point that 
she won the Queen’s Award 
for Voluntary Services which 
she received from HRH 
Princess Anne last year when 


she visited Weymouth & 
Portland National Sailing 
Academy to presents medals 
during the London 2012 
Olympics and Paralympics. 

Not only does she help at 
Oh Crumbs, but also assists at 
the National Coastwatch In¬ 
stitution at Portland Bill and 
at an Equine Vet Clinic where 
she helps with the riding for 
the disabled. 

I also met Jamie Hornby- 
Smith who celebrated his 
15th birthday last Thursday. 
Jamie is on the autism spec¬ 
trum, and joined Mountjoy 
just before the school moved 
from Bridport. Since moving 
with his family to West 
Dorset, he has made great 
strides. 

His mother Sue said: “His 
confidence has gone through 
the roof since he joined the 
school. His problem is at the 
lower end of the spectrum, 
which didn’t improve having 
lost a number of years school¬ 
ing in Hampshire. 

“However Mountjoy have 
been brilliant and they are so 
hands-on. They have fitted a 
round peg in a round hole and 
he is benefitting superbly 
from it to the point that he has 
already moved up two years 
in his education in the short 
time he has been here. The 
staff not only back Jamie, but 
also ourselves as parents.” 

I must say that I was very 
impressed with everything at 
Mountjoy during my visit, 
many others visited including 


a number of families keen to 
take up the remaining three 
places to have their children 
educated there. 

Mr Franzen said of the day: 
“It was a real success and cel¬ 
ebration of Mountjoy School 
in Beaminster. We had almost 
90 visitors during the two 
hours from a variety of walks 
of life, which included mem¬ 
bers of the local community, 
local groups, parents, other 
schools and people interested 
to see what we can do to sup¬ 
port Special Educational 
Needs and Disabilities 
(SEND) in their world. 

“We had some incredibly 
positive feedback from peo¬ 
ple who saw the building for 
the first time, who were im¬ 
pressed by the range and type 
of resources we have within 
our new building. It was a 
positive way to celebrate the 
end of what has been a very 
busy school year. 

“At Mountjoy we celebrate 
the learning and achieve¬ 
ments of our young people 
continuously, but I would 
also like to celebrate the ex¬ 
cellence and achievements of 
the brilliant staff team. 

“We work tirelessly to im¬ 
prove the learning and life- 
chances of the young people 
who attend our school, but 
the learning and life-chances 
of the young people who sup¬ 
port SEND in West Dorset 
and beyond. The pupils and 
staff make me incredibly 
proud.”

More awards for 
the Furleigh Estate 

THE Furleigh Estate in Salway Ash has won three 
major awards at the UKVA (United Kingdom 
Vineyards Association) annual awards ceremony.

The videos will be widely promoted on social media and 
available to all local businesses to embed in their web¬ 
sites. 

Kit Glaisyer, co-chairman of The Spirit of Bridport, 
said: “Bridport’s magical landscape, fantastic home-pro¬ 
duced food and drink and eclectic cultural mix make us 
different from anywhere else in the UK. We want to give 
people outside the area a taste of what Bridport’s about 
and inspire them to visit.”

All creatures great and small are 
expected at Dorset County Show 


ORGANISERS of this year’s Dorset 
County Show estimate that more than 
2,500 animals will be on show this 
year. 

The two-day show, which starts on 
Saturday, September 7th, is the only 
agricultural show in the South West 
to fall over a weekend, was first 
formed in 1841 with visitor numbers 
during the two days peaking at its 
highest ever last year at 60,000. 

According to the show secretary, 
Sam Mackenzie-Green, the secret of 
the show’s success is its carefully 
balanced mix of ingredients: “We are 
first and foremost an agricultural 
show, getting a diverse range of ani¬ 
mals in big quantities to the show- 
ground is the priority. We now host a 
number of prestigious livestock com¬ 
petitions and championships which 
makes the show important to breed¬ 
ers and means that entries to some 
livestock classes are growing by 15 
per cent year on year. 

“This year, we estimate that 2,500 
animals will pass through the gate, 
that's 800 more than five-years-ago. 
And there will be all creatures great 
and small for the public to see - from 


massive burly bulls to miniature rab¬ 
bits.” 

Main ring attractions this year in¬ 
clude Kangaroo Kid Matt Coulter, 
from Australia who will be perform¬ 
ing white knuckle ride stunts on his 
Quad Bike.

Town can now return to 
normal after tough year 


W ITH the re-opening of 
the Beaminster Tunnel 
this week, Beaminster 
is looking forward to returning 
to its bustling self. It’s been a 
tough year. 

There was no fanfare marking 
the opening, only a simple drive- 
through after the completion of 
works by Dorset County Council 
which have taken the best part of 
the year, longer than expected 
but necessary nonetheless. 

The circumstances surrounding 
the closure of the tunnel were far 
too tragic to mark the occasion 


in no more than a dignified dec¬ 
laration that Beaminster is back 
on the map and open for busi¬ 
ness. 

The town, of course, has always 
been open for business during 
the past 12 difficult months. But 
the closure of the A3066, the 
main link between West Dorset 
and South Somerset, for such a 
long time has had a real impact 
on local trade. 

But Beaminster has a reputa¬ 
tion for pulling together, espe¬ 
cially in difficult times, and the 
past year has certainly proved 


that the town’s community spirit 
has never been more vibrant. 

The tragedy which claimed two 
lives brought the town into the 
national spotlight but as always 
the people of Beaminster reacted 
with dignity. 

County councillor Rebecca 
Knox summed up the feeling of 
the town when she commented 
after the opening: “It’s a real re¬ 
lief for everybody. The commu¬ 
nity have just been looking 
forward to this day for over a 
year now, but have understood 
that it had to be restored safely.”

Your Car (CYC) app is a world-first in app 
technology using emerging state-of-the- 
art charge point management, mapping 
and mobile payment technologies to 
allow users to find charge points, plan a 
route, start and stop a session and, 
uniquely, pay for a charge at all app-ready 
charge points across the growing CYC na¬ 
tional network.

It was unfortunate for most of our 
local sides as they had possibilities 
of victory, with only Cattistock 
thankful for nature's intervention. 

League leaders Cerne Valley were 
121-2 after 27 overs when the 
game was abandoned. 

To be fair to the hosts they had 
got rid of two of the danger men by 
then; Simon Green bowled by 
Bradley Damen for 27 and Neil Kell- 
away who passed 700 runs for the 
season before being bowled by 
Billy Walbridge for 43. 

In the Premier League Weymouth 
were going along quite nicely at 99- 
2 with Ben Lawes on 35 not out 
after 21.5 overs.

BOTH managers would have taken some encour¬ 
agement for the coming season following this en¬ 
tertaining pre-season friendly at St Mary's Field. 

Both sides were missing players with Chris Luke, 
Ashley Staines, Darren Lock, Chris Senior and Shane 
Evans not available for Bridport, whilst the Terras 
were without Stuart Yetton, Kyle Critchell and Danny 
Clay. 

There was drama in only the third minute when 
Bridport thought they were denied a blatant penalty 
when Ryan Dovell was hauled to the ground by 
'keeper Jason Matthews. 

The former Magpies stopper was shepherding a 
long pass for a goal kick when Dovell nicked the ball 
and started to run along the byeline towards goal 
only to be dragged to the ground by Matthews. 

Weymouth claimed later that the ball was well over 
the byeline before hand, but referee Glen Barter in 
signalling play to continue clearly indicated he had 
seen no offence. 

Terras skipper Scott Walker was finding some 
space down the left and combined well on several 
occasions with trialist Aiden Chainey who has just 
been released by Yeovil Town.
